Paris, Sept. 21.— Public opinion in 
France lias been. for some time past, 
alarmed by the rapid growth of anti­ 
patriotic spit it in the ranks of the 
public school teachers, and the action 
of the government in ordering the 
suppression of the Teachers' Union 
after the very improper resolutions 
passed at the recent Congress ol the 
National 
Federation 
of 
T e n c l i e r s ’ 
Colons, 
lias 
met with genera’ ap­ 
proval. 
It has long been clear 
that 
tho 
teachers* unions, which iii mr ny de­ 
partments have taken the place of 
the old Friendly Societies and are 
frankly political in their intention, 
have come under the control of tin- 
extreme section of the profession. At 
the recut congress forty-nine unions 
were 
represented, 
an 
increase 
of 
twenty-ene since last year. 
Attempts are made by tim more 
moderate section of the teachers to 
suggest that the resolutions p issed do 
not express the opinion of the great 
majority of the profession, but the 
fact remains that they were passed 
unanimously, and if the 
ln'lm*' ex­ 
pressed in 1905 by M. Rouvier, then 
prime minister, was correct, namely 
that 40 per cent of the teachers were 
at that time contaminated with Syn­ 
dicalism, it ;-eems likely that 
with 
the general growth of the movement, 
the evil today is so widely spread as 
amply to justify the general alarm 
which fills the columns of the press. 
The resolution

congress, 
which has especially brought down 
upon it the condemnation'of the gov­ 
ernment, 
wa? 
one 
expressing the 
adherence of the Federation to an 
.anti-militarist organization knc.v n as 
the “Sou du Soldat*’—the “ So (liers 
Cent.” 
This organization was origi 
pally started by the Masons’ Union 
of Paris, and seeks, with the proceeds 
of a collection of one cent a month 
among its members, to spread anti­ 
militarism in the army. Its object, in 
tact, is to promote iii tile armv the 
propaganda 
ct 
the 
Genera! Labor 
Federation. 
Last year M. Messimy, then minis­ 
ter of war, endeavored by prosecuting 
all soldiers known to belong to the 
organization 1 0 put a stop to the evil. 
It is. therefore, considered particular 
Iv alarming, from the patriotic point 
of view, to find the Federation of 
Teachers, wi'h whom rests rho duty 
of instructing the youth of France in 
patriotic ideals, publicly declaring its 
adhesion 
to 
this 
movement. 
The 
Teachers’ Unions have no legal ex­ 
istence, but have been merci v toler­ 
ated, like other existing unions cl 
officials, pending legislation.
